SELECTMENS'  COMMENTS 

To  submit  a  "report"  which  would  adequately  include  all  the 
happenings  in  the  Selectmens '  office  during  1982  would  make  it 
too  long  to  read  comfortably. 

Following  are  brief  comments  on  the  major  happenings  and 
concerns  of  the  Selectmen  as  we  start  the  new  1983  fiscal  year. 

Taxes  -  Double-Billing 

The  Town  introduced  semi-annual  tax  billing  in  1982  for  the 
first  time.   It  appears  to  be  an  unqualified  success.   Many 
people  have  found  that  an  installment  tax  payment  in  July  and 
another  in  December  is  less  burdensom  than  a  single  payment  at 
the  year  end.   The  Town  financial  statements  indicate  a  total 
interest  savings  of  more  than  $8,300.00  over  1981.   The  Selectmen 
feel  that  as  they  gain  familiarity  with  the  double-billing 
operation,  this  interest  saving  can  be  increased. 

Highway  Department 

The  Selectmen  are  pleased  to  call  attention  to  the  1983 
Highway  Budget  which  is  substantially  ($8,500)  lower  than  last 
year's  expenditures.   In  addition  this  budget  has  specific 
allocations  for  maintenance  which  the  new  Road  Agent  thinks  are 
appropriate  and  necessary.   Not  withstanding  this  reduced  budget, 
which  has  the  support  of  the  new  Road  Agent,  it  is  anticipated 
that  there  will  be  no  decrease  in  the  quality  of  service. 

Tony  Roberts  the  newly  appointed  Road  Agent  will  discuss  the 
highway  budget  at  Town  Meeting  and  will  be  available  for 
questioning . 

Solid  Waste  Managment  District 

Possibly  the  most  critical  long-range  problem  presently 
facing  the  Town  is  that  of  waste  disposal. 

The  Towns  of  Francestown  -  Bennington  -  Antrim,  joint  par- 
ticipants in  the  Bennington  land-fill  operation,  have  been  denied 
an  exemption  from  RSA  149-M:18.   This  is  the  New  Hampshire 
statute  which  sets  forth  waste  disposal  regulations  and  require- 
ments . 

It  is  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  three 
towns  that  we  jointly  form  a  Solid  Waste (Management  District  as 
provided  by  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes. 

To  accomplish  this  with  a  reasonable  expectation  of  success, 
carefully  prepared,  and  complete  engineering  data  must  be  pre- 
pared and  submitted  with  the  District  Proposal. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  engineering,  to  be  done  by  Messrs. 
Dufresne- Henry  of  Manchester,  is  $16,400;  and  after  Monadnock 
Paper  Mills  contribution  of  $5,000,  this  would  leave  $11,400  -- 
which  would  represent  $3,800  for  each  town. 

Time  is  important.   We  have  until  October  1,  1983  to  meet 
the  State's  requirements  in  order  to  have  a  chance  of  gaining 
approval  of  our  own  district  in  which  we  will  have  some  measure 
of  control  of  both  the  operations  and  of  the  expenses. 

If  we  fail  to  form  our  own  district  there  seems  reason  to 
believe  that  we  will  be  forced  to  become  a  member  --  probably 
a  minority  member  --  of  a  larger,  less  convenient  and  possibly 
much  more  costly  district. 


Snow  Plowing 

As  the  Selectmen  reported  in  their  earlier  letter  to  the  Town, 
new  contractors  are  plowing  the  Town  Roads  this  season, 
although  there  has  been  only  substantial  snow  storm  so  far  this 
year  (January  30th)  results  have  been  good.   Most  comments  have 
been  favorable  and  there  is  reason  to  expect  appreciable 
financial  savings  to  result.   Sanding  and  salting  is  done  by 
the  Highway  Department  personnel . 

Litigations 


The  incidents  of  actual  and  threatened  litigation  continue 
to  increase.   Most  of  the  controversy  seems  to  come  from  land 
owner/developers  who  seek  priviledges  and/or  concessions  not 
clearly  authorized  by  our  local  Zoning  and  Subdivision  regulations, 

The  Selectmen  hope  that  the  Planning  Board  will  update  and 
revise  the  Zoning  Ordinance  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Master  Plan.  Such  revision,  carefully  done,  could  sub- 
stantially reduce  the  incidence  of  litigation  from  this  source, 
and  consequently  the  legal  expenses  connected  with  it.

a  separate  solid  waste  management  district  using  such  facilities, 

(c)  accept  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  such  engineering  survey 
from  the  Towns  of  Antrim,  Bennington  and  Francestown  and  any 
other  Towns  or  contributors,  (d)  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
enter  into  such  agreements  or  amendments,  to  the  Sanitary  Land- 
fill Agreement  as  may  be  required,  or  (e)  take  any  other  action 
relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  19. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Two  Thousand  Four  Hundred  Fifty-Nine  Dollars  and  Fifty- 
Two  Cents  ($2,459.52)  to  the  Monadnock  Community  Visiting  Nurse 
Association,  Inc.  to  support  the  continuance  of  health  services 
now  being  provided  through  an  agreement  with  Home  Health  Care 
and  Community  Services,  Inc.,  or  take  any  other  action  relating 
thereto.   This  local  request  for  financial  support  is  based  on 
a  $2.88  per  capita  formula. 

ARTICLE  20. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Four  Hundred  Twelve  Dollars  and  Fifty  Cents  ($412.50) 
for  the  support  of  the  Monadnock  Family  and  Mental  Health 
Services ,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto . 
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ARTICLE  21. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Eight  Hundred  Twelve  Dollars  ($812.00)  as  the  Town's 
share  for  the  studies  and  operation  of  the  Southwestern  New 
Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission,  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  22. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  One  Thousand  Two  Hundred  Twenty-Nine  Dollars  ($1,229.00) 
to  repair  the  Head-Stones  in  Cemetery  Two,  or  take  any  other 
action  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  23. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abolish  the  Board  of  Cemetery 
Commissioners  and  in  its  place  have  a  Board  of  Cemetery  Trustees 
of  three  members,  to  be  elected  at  the  1984  Town  Meeting  as 
follows;   One  for  One  Year,  One  for  Two  Years,  One  for  Three 
Years,  or  take  any  other  action  relating  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following  ordinance 
relative  to  "Yard  Sales",  "Barn  Sales"  and  "Garage  Sales": 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  New  Hampshire  RSA  31:39 
and  31:102-a,  the  Town  of  Frances town  hereby  adopts  the  fol- 
lowing ordinance: 

No  person  shall  sell,  offer  tj  sell,  or  take  orders  for  mer- 
chandise or  other  personal  property  from  temporary  or  tran- 
sient sales  locations  involving  the  outdoor  display  of  such 
merchandise  or  other  personal  property  without  first  obtain- 
ing a  permit  therefor  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen.   Such 
permit  shall  be  known  as  a  "Yard  Sale  Permit".   "Yard  Sale 
Permits"  will  be  issued,  without  charge,   to  the  owner(s)  or 
occupant(s)  of  the  premises  where  the  sale  is  to  be  held, 
provided  however  that  no  owner (s)  or  occupant (s)  will  be 
issued  more  than  four  (4)  permits  in  any  calendar  year. 
Such  a  permit  shall  be  valid  for  a  time  period  not  to  exceed 
forty-eight  (48)  hours.   Any  person  violating  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  not  to  exceed 
Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00).   Each  day's  violation  shall  consti- 
tute a  separate  violation. 


ARTICLE  25.   (By  Petition) 

"Shall  the  citizens  of  Francestown  ask  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Congressional  delegation  to  support  or  co- sponsor 
a  resolution  in  the  United  States  Congress  to: 

Request  the  President  of  the  United  States  to  propose  to 
the  Soviet  Union  that  the  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  adopt  a  mutual  freeze  on  the  testing,  production, 
and  deployment  of  nuclear  weapons  and  of  missiles  and  new 
aircraft  designed  primarily  to  deliver  nuclear  weapons, 
with  verification  safeguards  satisfactory  to  both 
countries , " 
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ARTICLE  26.  (By  Petition) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  go  on  record  in  support  of 
immediate  actions  by  the  Federal  Government  to  control  and 
reduce  acid  rain  which  is  harmful  to  the  environment  and  econon^ 
of  Francestown  and  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people  of 
Frances town. 

These  actions  shall  include: 

1.  Reduce  by  at  least  half  the  major  cause  of  acid  rain, 
sulfur  dioxide  emissions,  by  the  year  1990. 

2.  Conclude  negotiations  and  adopt  a  treaty  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Canada  that  will  commit  both  nations  to  this  same 
goal. 

The  record  of  the  vote  on  this  article  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  new  Hampshire  Congressional  Delegation  and  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States. 

ARTICLE  27. 

To  see  what  advice  the  Town  will  vote  to  offer  to  the  Selectmen 
relative  to  the  petition  submitted  to  them  by  Charles  N.  Eggert, 
to  lay  out  a  Class  V  road  extending  from  the  intersection  of 
King  Hill  Road  and  Perley  Road,  near  the  residence  of  Amy  Foote, 
westerly  along  the  existing  road  for  a  distance  of  some  250  feet, 
more  or  less,  to  a  point  30  feet  westerly  of  the  easterly 
boundary  of  Charles  N.  Eggert 's  land  where  it  abuts  the  orchard

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and  account 
groups  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1981  and  have 
issued  our  report  thereon,  dated  January  12,  1982.  As  part  of  our  examination, 
we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the 
extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  this  evalua- 
tion is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  when  determining  the  nature,  timing 
and  extent  of  other  such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing 
an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements.   Our  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  no 
weaknesses  that  we  consider  to  be  material.  However,  we  offer  the  following 
comments  to  assist  the  Town  in  improving  their  financial  operations. 

Fixed  Asset  Records  and  Capitalization  Policy 

In  the  past,  we  had  suggested  that  the  Town  attempt  to  establish  historical 
costs  fixed  asset  records.  Town  officials  attempted  to  implement  our  recommen- 
dation. However,  the  project  had  to  be  dropped  because  it  had  strained  the 
limited  personnel  resources  of  town  employees.  We  realize  that  a  project  of 
this  type  is  a  major  undertaking  for  a  community  the  size  of  Francestown  and 
recognize  that  costs  of  any  control  system  should  not  outweigh  the  benefits. 
However,  we  suggest  that  town  officials  implement  the  following  recommendations 
for  future  acquisitions  to  begin  to  accumulate  historical  cost  data  for  fixed 
assets: 

.  Maintain  a  fixed  asset  record  for  all  future  acquisitions 
stating  date  purchased,  cost,  description  and  location. 

Periodically  take  an  inventory  of  these  fixed  assets. 
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Adopt  a  capitalization  policy  of  capitalizing  assets  acquired 
with  a  cost  of  $300  or  more. 

Establish  a  policy  for  disposal  of  fixed  assets  by  offering 
them  at  public  auction  or  request  outside  sealed  bids  depending 
on  the  particular  item  being  disposed. 

We  feel  that  this  type  of  limited  program  will  get  local  officials  pointed  in 
the  right  direction. 

Publication  Requirement 

The  provisions  of  R.S.A.  71-A: 21  require  that  only  this  letter  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  recommend  that  you  also  publish  the  accompanying  financial  statements, 
footnote  disclosures  and  auditor's  opinion  in  their  entirety  in  your  next  report. 
If  you  decide  to  publish  the  accompanying  financial  statements,  you  must  include 
both  footnote  disclosures  and  our  auditor's  opinion  as  part  of  the  Town  report. 
In  addition,  the  auditor's  report  may  not  be  published  without  the  accompanying 
financial  statements  and  footnotes. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  for 
their  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  various  funds  and 
account  groups  of  the  Town  of  Francestown  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1982 
and  have  issued  our  report  thereon,  dated  January  17,  1983.  As  part  of  our 
examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control 
to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditmg  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is 
to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent 
of  other  such  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements.  Such  study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  which  we 
believe  to  be  a  material  weakness  in  internal  accounting  controls. 

Fixed  Asset  Accounting 

As  in  many  New  Hampshire  communities  Francestown  does  not  maintain 
formal  accounting  records  for  its  investment  in  fixed  assets.  Records  are  needed  for 
control  of  the  assets,  as  well  as  the  insurance  program  and  long-range  planning.  We 
offer  the  following  program  for  your  consideration. 

*  Adoption  of  a  formal  capitalization  policy  by  the  Board 

of  Selectmen. 

*  Inventory  existing  fixed  assets  and  maintain  records  of 
identified  items  at  a  central  location  under  the  control 
of  the  Selectmen. 

*  Establish  fixed  asset  accounting  records  for  all  new  ac- 
quisitions and  a  certain  percentage  of  existing  items 
annually. 

*  Establish  a  program  for  periodically  verifying  existence 
of  items  in  the  fixed  asset  accounting  records  or  on  the 
inventory. 

*  Adopt  formal  procedures  to  delete  items  from  the  record. 

While  we  recognize  that  undertaking  a  program  such  as  the  one  above 
represents  a  major  investment  of  resources  and  that  benefits  should  outweigh  costs  in 
any  system  of  internal  control,  we  believe  that  control  of  assets,  particularly 
moveable  equipment  should  receive  a  high  priority  from  town  officials. 
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Other 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but 
not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized 
use  or  disposition,  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of  reasonable 
assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting  control  should 
not  exceed  the  benefits  derived  and  also  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these 
factors  necessarily  requires  estimates  and  judgment  by  management. 

There  are  inherent  limitations  that  should  be  recognized  in  considering  the 
potential  effectiveness  of  any  system  of  internal  accounting  control.  In  the 
performance  of  most  control  procedures,  errors  can  result  from  misunderstanding  of 
instructions,  mistakes  of  judgment,  carelessness  or  other  personal  factors.  Control 
procedures  whose  effectiveness  depends  upon  segregation  of  duties  can  be 
circumvented  by  collusion.  Similarly,  control  procedures  can  be  circumvented 
intentionally  by  management  with  respect  either  to  the  execution  and  recording  of 
transactions  or  with  respect  to  the  estimates  and  judgments  required  in  the 
preparation  of  financial  statements.  Further,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  internal 
accounting  control  to  future  periods  is  subject  to  the  risk  that  the  procedures  may 
become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in  conditions  and  that  the  degree  of 
compliance  vvith  the  procedures  may  deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1982,  which  was  set  forth  in  the  first 
paragraph,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  weaknesses  in  the  system. 

While  not  material  weaknesses  in  internal  accounting  controls,  we  offer 
the  following  recommendations  to  assist  town  officials. 

Centralization  of  Accounting 

Both  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  and  the  George  Holmes  Bixby  Memorial 
Library  Trustees  maintain  separate  bank  accounts  and  accounting  records  to  account 
for  their  operations.  In  the  case  of  tfie  Cemetery  Commission,  the  practice  is  not 
compatible  with  state  law.  The  Library  disburses  funds  which  are  primarily 
transferred  from  the  Town's  General  Fund  appropriation.  We  believe  that  if  bills  were 
approved  by  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  and  the  Library  Trustees  and  forwarded  to 
the  Town  office  for  payment  that  a  duplication  of  effort  and  record-keeping  would  be 
eliminated  and  the  cemetery  commissioners  would  be  in  compliance  with  state 
statutes.  Bank  accounts  and  accounting  records  relating  to  Library  trust  funds  should 
remain  with  the  Library  Trustees  as  required  by  state  law. 
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Accrual  Accounting 

During  1982,  the  Selectnnen  modernized  their  accounting  system  which  has 
greatly  increased  control  over  town  operations.  We  feel  that  accrual  adjustments  of 
the  accounting  records  at  year  end  are  now  achieveable  with  a  minimum  of  effort. 
This  would  result  in  a  more  accurate  picture  of  the  operations  in  year  end  reports 

and  in  increased  departmental  control  during  the  year. 


A  letter  of  this  type  is  critical  by  its  nature.  We  found  many  examples  of 
sound  business  management  practices  during  our  examination.  We  wish  to  thank  town 
officials  for  their  consideration  and  assistance  during  our  work.

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CAPITAL  RESERVE  POLICY 


As  requested  in  the  1982  Town  Meeting,  the  Budget  and 
Advisory  Committee  has  investigated  the  current  practice  of 
setting  aside  funds  each  year  for  various  future  capital  ex- 
penditures.  The  likelihood  of  major  expenditures  over  the 
next  five  to  ten  years  were  discussed  with  various  department 
heads;  and  with  the  exception  of  a  new  fire  truck,  none  exceed- 
ing $50,000.00  are  envisioned. 

This  practice  helps  reduce  fluctuations  in  tax  rates  and 
perhaps  facilitates  obtaining  voter  approval  by  minimizing 
amounts  requests  each  year.   These  advantages  could  also  be 
obtained  by  borrowing  as  we  have  done  for  the  fire  station 
construction.   This  practice  is  unattractive  when  high  in- 
flation rates  exceed  interest  rates  available  to  the  town;  as 
the  reserves  lose  value  each  year.   Setting  up  reserves  for 
small  items  (under  $10,000)  is  time  consuming  and  probably  not 
worth  the  bookkeeping  effort.   Setting  up  reserves  for  larger 
items  for  periods  over  five  years  is  believed  undesirable  because 
of  increased  financial  and  other  uncertainties . 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  town  consider  discontinu- 
ing the  practice  of  setting  aside  reserves  for  items  under 
$10,000  and  limiting  the  time  period  before  reserves  will  be 
expended  to  five  years .

CEMETERY  REPORT 

In  the  past  year  we  have  created  new  Lots  for  Cremation 
Urns.   The  price  of  these  lots  is  Two  Hundred  Dollars,  One 
Hundred  of  this  goes  for  perpetual  care.   Our  regular  lots  are 
Three  Hundred  Dollars  and  an  aisle  Lot  is  One  Hundred  Seventy- 
Five.   Two  Hundred  and  One  Hundred  respectively  is  for 
perpetual  care . 

The  Roads  in  Number  3  Cemetery  have  been  improved.   The 
Monuments  in  Number  3  were  fixed  and  with  a  donation  from  the 
Historical  and  Improvement  Society  Number  1  was  done. 

The  Committee  has  formed  a  few  new  rules  to  follow; 

1.  No  Shrubs  over  24"  high.   These  must  be  kept  trimmed  by 
the  Heirs  or  they  will  be  cut  back  by  the  Committee. 

2.  All  Monuments  must  be  kept  in  line  with  the  rest  of 
Cemetery, 

3.  No  Urns  will  be  buried  over  caskets. 

We  have  discovered  that  it  is  much  cheaper  to  clean  up  in 
fall  and  much  easier.   Next  year  we  would  like  to  level  off 
some  of  the  graves . 

We  hope  that  on  Arbor  Day,  some  Maple  trees  along  the  fence 
could  be  replaced  by  the  Town  or  some  interested  groups. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  great  job  that 
the  ladies  have  been  doing  on  our  cemeteries .

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THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1982  REPORT 


The  Francestown  Conservation  Commission  is  dedicated  to  the 
firm  conviction  that  the  quality  of  Francestown' s  living  en- 
vironment can  only  be  preserved  and  protected  by  careful  plann- 
ing and  governing.  In  our  environment,  rural  and,  as  yet,  un- 
developed, it  is  difficult  to  perceive  the  threats  which  inperil 
our  resources  and  quality  of  life.   But,  they  are  there.   Wet- 
lands, farmlands,  natural  resources  required  active  protection. 
Concern  for  our  environment  should  be  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  us  all. 

Believing  in  the  importance  of  young's  people  attitude  to- 
wards conservation,  the  Conservation  Commission  has  been  enthused 
about  several  projects  involving  area  students.   In  May,  all 
children  in  the  Francestown  school  received  planting  instructions, 
peat  moss,  and  a  "crash  course"  on  caring  for  young  seedlings, 
along  with  several  black  walnut  and  several  Balsam  fir  seedlings 
which  the  Commission  acquired  through  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Nursery  program.   This  spring  another  variety  will  be  given  to 
the  school  children. 

In  June  we  proudly  sent  two  area  eighth  graders  to  the  Youth 
Conservation  Camp  sponsored  by  the  Society  for  the  protection 
of  New  Hampshire  Forests.   Jill  Triplett  and  Jeff  Topping,  our 
young  conservationists,  spent  a  week  living,  learning,  and 
loving  the  New  Hampshire  environment. 

July  found  some  Conservation  Commission  members  at  Pleasant 
Pond  with  strainers,  frog  nets,  magnifying  glasses,  and  every 
size  pail  imaginable,  working  on  a  pond  study  day  with  children 
participating  in  the  Library's  summer  program. 

The  annual  roadside  clean-up  was  again  accomplished,  and  was 
again  a  thankless  and  dirty  task.   We  thank  the  hearty  worker, 
young  and  old,  who  battled  the  black  flies  and  mosquitoes,  to 
pick  up  a  tremendous  amount  of  litter  that  lined  the  roadsides. 

The  Piscataquog  Watershed  Association  shared  an  evening  with 
our  Commission  to  pursue  possible  conservation  easements  of 
property  along  the  river.   The  marshlands  of  Francestown  along 
the  river  are  unspoiled  and  pure,  and  such  easements  would 
insure  the  condition  for  perpetuity.   A  second  meeting  planned 
by  the  PWA  involved  all  Conservation  Commissions  within  the 
watershed  area,  and  was  an  excellent  means  for  sharing  goals 
and  problems  common  to  us  all. 

At  the  Library  in  early  summer  the  Conservation  Commission 
displayed  gypsy  moth  material  and  offered  a  fact  sheet  on  how 
best  to  cope  with  the  caterpillar  stage.   The  forecast  for  1983 
is  that  the  gypsy  moth  problem  will  be  greatly  reduced  due  to 
natural  preditors,  weather,  and  a  viral  condition. 

Maps,  designating  the  prime  agricultural  soils  in  our  area 
were  presented  to  the  Commission  by  the  County  Extension  Service. 
The  Southern  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission  also  presented 
the  Commission  with  its  completed  survey  of  the  South  Branch 
of  the  Piscataquog  River,  projections,  and  maps  of  the  watershed. 

One  application  to  the  Dredge  and  Fill  Board  was  filed.  The 
site  was  inspected  and  subsequently  approved.   Of  special  concern 
to  the  Commission  was  the  bridge  construction  over  the  Piscataquog 
and  possible  effects  to  the  river.   The  work  was  completed  in 
October,  and  our  concerns  were  put  aside. 
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The  Commission  received  a  wonderful  donation  from  Mrs.  Carrie  Lord 
which  was  used  to  purchase  wildflower  bulbs  and  plants  for  the 
Town  Forest.   Scattered  throughout  the  forest  are  new  additions 
of  showy  lady  slipper,  yellow  lady  slipper,  turk'Scap  lily, 
ginsing,  severl  varieties  of  hepaticas,  pitcher  plants  and 
trillium,  which  we  hope  will  flourish  along  with  the  other  wild- 
flowers  growing  there. 

The  Commission  staged  a  tremendous  clean-up  of  the  dumping 
site  at  the  entrance  to  the  Town  Forest.   Our  tremendous  thanks 
to  the  generousity  of  David  Jonas  and  Tony  Roberts  whose  equip- 
ment and  help  made  the  whole  project  possible.   Special  thanks 
also  to  our  young  helpers  for  the  day,  Jill  Triplett,  Poppy  and 
Jennifer  Staub.   Washing  Machines,  barrels,  chairs,  barn  equip- 
ment, hoses,  metal  parts,  mattresses,  glass,  glass,  glass  were 
removed.   The  entrance  to  the  Town  Forest  is  now  as  inviting  as 
the  rest  of  the  forest  area. 

We  were  sorry  to  see  our  loyal,  Chet  Cole,  retire  from  the 
Commission,  but  were  delighted  to  welcome  George  Peabody  as  a 
new  member. 

We  encourage  all  citzens  to  contact  us  on  environmental 
affairs,  and  we  thank  the  town  for  its  continued  support.

LIBRARY  TRUSTEES'  REPORT 


The  Library  continues  to  operate  smoothly  under  the  auspices 
of  Joan  Hanchett,  and  her  assistant,  Connie  Varnum.   This  year 
Dodo  Basset  has  been  the  volunteer  chairman  and  has  helped 
enormously.   She  has  lined  up  workers  for  the  Chowder  Supper, 
found  people  to  substitute  at  the  Library  desk,  and  to  help  at 
all  our  other  functions  throughout  the  year. 

Due  to  State  and  Federal  cut-backs  the  State  record  collection 
has  been  eliminated  and  the  State  Bookmobile  no  longer  is  in 
operation.   Instead,  Joan  and  Connie  travel  to  Concord,  choose 
books,  and  they  are  delivered  to  us. 

We  have  tried  very  hard  to  promote  the  new,  teen  book  section. 
These  contemporary,  mostly  paperback,  books  can  be  found  in 
the  front  room  on  top  of  the  bookcase  just  inside  the  door. 

During  the  month  of  April  Jon  and  Mona  Brooks,  from  New  Boston, 
displayed  their  sculptures  and  paintings .  Library  Week  was 
held  in  April  also,  and  during  that  time  we  heard  a  musical 
program  by  the  school  children  and  Edith  and  Peter  Milton  told 
of  their  trip  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand.   In  May  the  Jenks 
spoke  about  their  experiences  in  Africa.

The  Library  building  received  ice  damage  during  the  winter 
of  1982.   The  damage  to  the  ceilings  and  stencilling  has  been 
repaired,  the  damaged  books  in  the  Schott  Room  have  been  re- 
placed, and  the  Library  has  been  reroofed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Selectmen,

Varnum  and  volunteer  parents  ran  the  program  for  pre- school 
age  children.   The  elementary  school  children  had  an  Arts  and 
Craft  Day  with  Libby  Hubbell,  Pond  Day  with  the  Conservation 
Commission  and  a  Puppet  Workshop  with  Nancy  Peabody.

Fall  got  underway  with  a  welcoming  coffee-hour  hosted  by 
Joan  and  Connie,   The  Elementary  School  Children  returned  to 
use  the  Library  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  and  the  pre-school 
story  hour  is  held  on  Wednesday  mornings.   The  children  have 
been  delighted  with  the  books  given  by  the  Oak  Hill  Grange  in 
memory  of  Gladys  St.  John. 

The  Chowder  Supper  was -well  attended.  Our  thanks  to  the 
Middle  Road  Society  Band  and  to  the  many  friends  of  the 
Library  for  their  help  and  donations.   With  the  funds  raised 
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from  this  supper  and  previous  fund  raising  events  we  plan  to 
refurbish  the  A.V.  room. 

Since  November  we  have  extended  Library  hours  to  include 
Thursday  evening  7:00  to  9:00. 

Our  year  came  to  a  close  with  the  Christmas  Open-House, 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Historical  Society. 

The  Trustees  gratefully  thank  all  those  who  remember  the 
Library  with  donations  to  the  Memorial  Fund.   Our  town  book 
budget  of  $1,900.00  was  supplemented  by  more  than  $1,000.00 
from  the  memorial  fund.   Without  this  additional  money  the 
Library  would  be  unable  to  meet  the  reading  demands  of  the 
Town. 

Our  heartfelt  thanks  to  Joan  and  Connie  for  the  superb  job 
they  do  in  running  our  Library  and  to  Lina  deTarnowski, 
honorary  trustee,  for  her  help  and  continued  service  to  the 
Library.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Forest  Fire  prevention,  our  business,  your  business,  good 
business!   This  slogan  has  been  the  motto  of  the  NH  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Fire  Services  since  1909  when  the 
first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  the  Legislature. 

These  laws  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  protection 
program  of  State  and  local  forest  fire  personnel  that  has,  in 
the  past  75  years,  established  New  Hampshire  as  a  leader  in 
forest  fire  prevention  and  control.   Our  annual  acreage  loss  to 
forest  fires  of  one-half  acre  per  fire  is  the  best  in  the  nation. 
This  fire  record  has  come  about  through  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  our  state/town  forest  fire  protection  program.   The  state 
provides  detection  of  fires,  training  for  local  forest  fire 
wardens,  low  cost  forest  fires  suppression  equipment  to  local 
fire  departments,  and  technical  advice  at  the  fire  ground. 
Local  governments  provide  the  volunteer  fire  fighters  who  are 
appointed  as  wardens  and  deputy  wardens  and  who  respond  quickly 
to  suppress  reported  forest  fires. 

This  program  has  resulted  in  a  steady  decline  in  annual 
acres  lost  to  forest  fires  since  1910  when  the  average  fire 
burned  33  acres  compared  to  the  modern  day  loss  of  one-half 
acre  per  fire. 

Only  by  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  State/ towns  and 
our  entire  citizenry  can  this  record  be  maintained.

The  time  has  arrived  when  we  must  think  about  replacement  of 
our  equipment  37M3,  a  1947  tanker  and  37R1,  a  1967  Rescue 
Vehicle  will  be  the  first  two  to  be  replaced.   The  Firewards 
have  been  considering  the  replacement  of  the  equipment.  They  are 
checking  on  prices  and  plan  to  come  in  at  the  1984  Town  Meeting 
with  specification  for  a  new  pumper  tanker  to  replace  37M3. 
Our  Volunteer  Fire  Department  maintains  an  equipment  fund  into 
which  we  deposit  a.  portion  of  the  money  raised  each  Labor  Day. 
We  will  be  using  this  fund  for  equipment  replacement. 
The  generator  room  has  been  added  on  to  the  back  of  the  station. 
The  work  was  done  by  the  Fireman  and  all  the  costs  were  paid 
by  the  Volunteer  Fire  Department.   It  is  planned  to  have  the 
generator  in  operation  for  emergency  power  in  1983. 
The  Fire  Department  is  sponsoring  a  year  long  Fire  Prevention 
Educational  Program,  for  local  school  children,  Called  "Captain 
No  Burn".

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ROAD  AGENTS'  REPORT 


1982  gave  us  one  of  the  severest  winters  in  many  years, 
including  a  large  April  storm.   November  and  December  proved  to 
be  unusually  mild,  thus  we  were  able  to  still  come  through  hold- 
ing the  budget  in  line.   It  is  noted  here,  that  very  few  towns  in 
New  Hampshire  can  claim  the  same.   We  are  extremely  pleased  that 
we  were  able  to  maintain  the  roads  in  a  reasonable  state,  and 
still  keep  expenses  in  line. 

We  have  a  good  sand  stockpile  to  start  the  83  season  with, 
and  all  the  equipment  has  been  brought  up  to  readiness  to  the 
best  of  my  knowledge,  and  though  as  of  this  report  we  have  yet 
to  test  it  in  a  real  working  storm,  we  are  reasonably  sure  that 
everything  will  perform  satisfactorily. 

We  have  one  new  piece  of  plowing  equipment  which  gives  the 
town  four  of  its'  own  plows. 

Two  new  contractors  have  been  hired  by  the  Selectmen  to 
replace  last  years  contractors,  giving  us  a  total  of  eight  rigs, 
this  situation  has  been  explained  previously,  so  there  is  no 
need  to  expound  on  it  further. 

Roads  graveled  include;  Oak  Hill  Road,  part  of  Todd  Road, 
and  part  of  South  Weare  Road.   Severe  mud  holes  in  other  parts 
of  town  were  also  repaired.  (Note)  Roads  needing  immediate  atten- 
tion include  Wilson  Hill  and  Old  County  Road  North,  from  the 
Wiley's  to  the  town  line.   These  two  roads  are  impassable  during 
mud  season,  and  should  recieve  priority  in  1983. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  a  re-graveling  program  be  set 
up  as  part  of  the  yearly  maintenance  program,  if  this  is  not 
done  soon,  the  $30,000  special  fund  raised  several  years  ago 
will  have  gone  for  nothing.   Dirt  roads  wear  out. 

Projects  completed  include,  ditching,  extensive  drainage 
work,  and  complete  shimmming  and  resurfacing  of  one  mile  of 
Bible  Hill  Road. 

I  would  like  to  note  here  that  due  to  the  lack  of  funding 
by  the  Town,  this  was  the  only  mile  of  road  sealed  this  year. 
The  previous  year  about  5.5  miles  of  road  were  done.   Consid- 
ering the  outrageous  price  of  rebuilding  a  piece  of  road,  I 
find  the  lack  of  responsibility  of  the  town  to  have  a  yearly 
sealing  program  totally  ridiculous,  and  senseless.   I'ts  like 
paying  a  Dentist  large  sums  of  money  to  have  your  teeth  fixed, 
then  not  taking  care  of  them.   It  costs  more,  in  many  ways,  more 
patch  for  pot  holes  and  shoulder  breakage,  and  a  lot  more  un- 
needed  abuse  to  cars  and  trucks,  etc. 

Wilson  Hill  was  excavated  and  a  culvert  added  for  drainage, 
but  funds  were  not  allowed  to  gravel  it  so   it  still  remains 
impassable  in  mud  season.   The  amount  of  gravel  needed  to  com- 
plete the  project,  though  expensive,  is  minimal. 

A  large  stone  culvert  on  Old  County  Road  North  was  replaced 
by  a  metal   culvert.   Major  brush  cutting  was  done  on  part  of 
Poor  Farm  Road  and  School  Out  Road,  the  rest  of  the  trees  marked 
on  Avery  Road  were  also  removed. 

Much  more  work  needs  to  be  done  in  this  area,  a  mowing  pro- 
ject should  be  reinstalled  each  year,  as  part  of  regular  road 
maintenance. 

We  are  removing  as  many  dead  trees  as  time  will  allow,  Joe 
Brennan  has  been  hired  for  some  of  this  work  when  the  trees  are 
in  a  precarious  situation. 
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The  largest  single  project  was  the  replacing  of  Morse  Bridge 
on  the  2nd  NH  Turnpike  South  by  using  large  culverts.   As  this 
was  completely  handled  by  the  Selectmen,  I  will  let  them  cover 
that  project. 

The  Maintenance  budget  fund  plus  the  heat  for  the  Town  Barn 
was  the  largest  item,  repairs  to  the  grader  were  average,  and 
not  considered  extensive,  considering  its  age  and  usage.   The 
front  end  needs  to  be  repaired  this  year,  and  it  needs  new  tires. 

We  put  eight  new  snow  tires  on  the  sand  truck  and  had  to 
repair  the  sander  motor  several  times . 

A  plow-frame  and  plow  were  added  to  the  1952  Dodge  pickup 
adding  to  its  overall  usage  and  versatility,  age  of  the  truck 
may  later  create  a  problem  in  repairs. 

In  ending  this  report  I  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  have 
supported  me  for  the  past  two  years,  it  has  been  a  hard,  but 
learning,  experience  for  me.   I  appreciate  having  the  opportunity 
to  have  served  you  as  Road  Agent. 

I  would  like  to  wish  the  best  to  the  new  appointed  Road 
Agent,  Tony  Roberts.  Here's  hoping  that  he  can  bring  this  job 
out  of  the  dark  ages,  and  give  it  new  direction  and  respect  by 
some  people  who  take  it  for  granted. 

Maybe  careful  consideration  of  the  people  appointed  to  the 
budget  committee  would  help,  people  who  use  town  roads  on  a 
daily  basis  may  be  better  qualified  to  judge  the  needs  of  this 
department ,

Report  of  the  Police  Department  for  1982 

1982  was  the  busiest  year  the  Police  Department  has  ever  had. 
The  Hillsborough  County  Dispatch  Center  answered  a  total  of 
1,848  incoming  calls  compared  to  1,392  calls  in  1981.   With  the 
400  plus  calls  I  received  on  my  home  telephone  this  totals  over 
2,250  which  averages  over  6  calls  a  day.   The  Dispatch  Center 
had  3,468  radio  transmissions  with  Francestown  units  this  year 
compared  to  2,928  in  1981.

year  and  especially  in  the  summer  and  holiday  weekends. 

We  have  been  working  with  Antrim  and  Bennington  to  effect 
a  more  economical  recycling  operation,  but  the  market  for  waste 
paper  and  bottles  makes  this  operation  only  marginal.   What 
affect  the  new  State  Solid  Waste  Disposal  Plan  will  have  on  our 
operation  is  unknown  at. this  time.   Hopefully  we  will  create  a 
sub-district  of  Antrim/Bennington  and  Francestown  and  continue 
to  operate  as  we  are  at  present  with  only  minor  increases  in 
operating  costs. 

Eventually  the  large  cities  amd  towns  or  districts  will  have 
energy  generation  units  which  will  handle  their  local  solid 
wastes.   How  we  will  fit  into  those  plans  is  not  known  at  this 
moment.   Right  now  we  are  only  a  transfer  station  and  will  have 
to  combine  with  other  small  towns  to  make  the  recycling  operation 
practical .

The  population  of  Francestown  is  825.   There  are  624  names 
on  the  Voters  check  list. 

In  1982  the  Selectmen  issued  35  building  permits.   Twelve 
of  these  were  permits  for  new  dwellings,  twenty- three  were 
issued  for  barns,  additions,  etc . 

The  Improvement  and  Historical  Society  voted  to  restore 
the  old  Fairbanks  scale  on  the  common. 

The  Society  sponsored  a  workshop  on  painted  wood  graining 
in  the  spring  with  lessons  for  the  local  elementary  school 
children  and  a  session  for  adults,  both  of  which  were  held 
at  the  Town  Hall. 

Lectures  on  antique  toys  and  another  on  doll  collecting 
were  sponsored. 

They  provided  a  Christmas  program  which  included  Bell  Ringers 
and  a  childrens  play. 

The  Society  also  provides  the  beautifully  lighted  Christmas 
Tree  on  the  Common  and  the  hundreds  of  spring  bulbs  which 
everyone  has  enjoyed  on  the  common  and  in  the  Colburn  Park. 

Oak  Hill  Grange  awarded  their  1982  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award 
to  Lois  MacAdam. 

Two  joint  services  were  held  by  the  Unitarian  Church  and 
the  Community  Church  in  July  and  August. 

Reverend  Gary  Alger  is  the  minister  at  the  Community  Church. 

Reverend  Fay  Gemmel  conducted  services  at  the  Old  Meeting 
House  for  the  Unitarian  Church  during  the  summer  season.
